side an equal interest in the horse, Shields 
claims a 10 per cent, interest as trainer of 
Advance Guard, and that he has been as- 
sured that this entitles him to run the horse 
in his own name. It is evidently Shields’ in- 
tention to sell his interest in Advance Guard 
or if Carruthers wants the horse he must pay 
a good price for Shields’ interest in him. 

According to a New Orleans correspondent, 
efforts are being made by influential horse- 
men in the west to, if possible, secure the 
reinstatement of S. C. Hilderth by the 
Jockey Club. These efforts will be made 
along the lines of a letter of application 
signed by a prominent western horseman. 
There has been not a little talk all winter 
that Hildreth might be reinstated, but Hil- 
dreth himself, when asked about the matter, 
said he did not know what the eastern turf 
authorities would do, but, of course, he 
would be pleased to race again in the 
east if The Jockey Club should re- 

instate him. In the last two years 
in the west Hildreth has taken rank among 
the two or three most successful turfmen in 
this section. He has been the recipient of a 
good deal of adverse criticism. That he is a 
good horseman as well as a good trainer no 
one will deny. Speaking recently of the stor- 
ies about his having been broke at Chicago 
last summer he said: “I wasn’t quite as 

badly broke as they thought I was. I loaned 
J. W. Schorr $30.00) at 6 per cent, interest. 
Mr. Schorr, of course, is a wealthy man, 
but he was engaged in a business enterprise 
in St. Louis, and needed immediate cash.” 

It may be that many other stories concern- 
ing Hildreth have no stronger foundation 
than the one relating to his insolvency. The 
efforts of the western turfmen in h's behalf 
may have no effect with the Jockey Club, but 
at all events they can do no harm. 

The meeting of the Crescent City Jockey 
Club will come to an end next Saturday, with 
the running of the Crescent City Derby. An 
additional week of racing by the New Louis- 
iana Jockey Club will end the season of win- 
ter sport there and the scene will then shift 
—to Memphis and Bennings. 

F The features of the present week's sport, 



and two of the most important events of the 
entire meeting, are the Bush Cup, at two 
miles and a quarter, to be run Thursday, and 
the Derby. A field of ten or a dozen will 
probably go to the post in the Derby, irre- 
spective of track conditions. With a field of 
ten starters the race will be worth gross 
nearly $6,000. The probable starters are: Em- 
barrassment, Jove, Sheriff Bell, Pageant, 
Witfull, Standard Bearer, Rosanco, Glendon, 
Shrine, Rightful. Birch Broom and Flocar- 
line. The race has non-winning and maiden 
allowances of seven and twelve pounds re- 
spectively. Sheriff Bell will be ridden by 
Odom. Wonderly will have the mount on 
Flocarline. 

The race appears to be the most open 
Derby ever run at New Orleans. Witfull is 
favorite at 3 to 1, while Sheriff Bell at 4, 
and Flocarline and Rightful each with 6 to 
1 are in demand, the prices of the others 
ranging from 15 to 50 to 1. With a heavy 
track horsemen are figuring the race down to 
a duel between Witfull and Flocarline. 
Birch Broom, however, is a shifty mud run- 
ner, and so is Embarrassment. The latter 
is a big, strong, powerful colt, one that may 
show better later on. 

In spite of the fact that the Hildreth con- 
nections are all confident as to Witfull’s 
chances, Flocarline is well thought of. Mem- 
phis-trained candidates are always at a dis- 
advantage in running for a Derby at New Or- 
leans, as they have to meet animals that are 
hardened and fitted by racing. But trainer 
Poole is no novice in his business, and it can 
be safely wagered that Flocarline will be fit 
if she goes to the post. She was one of the 
best two-year-olds shown in the west last 
year. 

McChesney and Dick Bernard, E. E. 
Smathers’ recent purchases have arrived at 
Montgomery Park, accompanied by twelve 
head in Durnell & Herz’s stable. McChesney 
i stood the trip from New Orleans perfectly, 
and was unloaded and led to his stall without 
a mishap of any kind. Shortly after his ar- 
rival “Boots” Durnell received a telegram of 
inquiry from E. E. Smathers, now in Califor- 
nia. asking the manner in which his horses 
stood shipment, and further authorizing Dur- 
nell to purchase horses that give evidence of 
having a chance to win western Derbys or 
Oaks. It is evident that Smathers will try 



to cut a figure in western racing affairs be- 
fore he makes his eastern debut, and reports 
at Memphis say that Topsoil, S. C. Hildreth’s 
American Derby candidate, is the horse that 
Smathers most desires. P. Corrigan, who 
went to Memphis with the Durnell string, 
says that Smathers will be represented by a 
formidable racing establishment of young- 
sters, three-year-olds and all-aged horses by 
the time Washington Park meeting opens. 
Smathers’ visit to California, said Corrigan, 
is for the purpose of gathering together any 
cracks that can be purchased at the ’Frisco 
tracks. 

The six stakes of the Detroit Jockdy Club 
to be run at Grosse Point June 8 to 20 have 
been announced as follows: 

The International Derby, $5,000 guaran- 
teed, for three-year-olds; penalties and al- 
lowances; $500 to the second, $300 to the 
third; 1 1-4 miles. 

The Campau, $2,500 guaranteed, a handi- 
cap for three-year-olds and upward; 1 1-8 
miles. 

The Hotel Stakes. $1,000 added, a handicap 
for three-year-olds and upward; six furlongs. 

The Kindergarten, $1,000 added, a sweep- 
stakes. for two-year-olds, penalties and al- 
lowances; five furlongs. 

The Country Club, $1,000 added, a selling 
sweepstakes for three-year-olds and upward; 
one mile. 

The Press, $1,000 added, a selling sweep- 
stakes for three-year-olds and upward; six 
furlongs. 

The program will contain six races each 
afternoon, the over-night handicaps, purses 
and selling events being worth $500, $400 
and $300. 

The part of Arnold & Co.’s stable quar- 
tered at New Orleans was sold last Friday 
at public auction to satisfy claims of cred- 
itors. 

There were two sales, one by the civil 
sheriff as the result of several attachments, 
and the other a sale of horses in the cus- 
tody of receiver W. J. Gayle. 

The largest price brought was by Flint- 
lock, which sold for $2,300. Terra Incognita 
brought $950 and Ben Lear $925. The other

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

King Edward’s Ambush II., His Majesty’s 
candidate for the Grand National Steeple- 
chase, to be run at Liverpool, March 27, was 
defeated last Thursday in the race for the 
Grand Military Gold Cup at the Sandowne 
Park steeplechase meet by his stable com- 
panion, Marpessa. The King went to the 
course in expectation of seeing his horse, 
which was a hot favorite, show considerable 
improvement over his form at Kempton Park, 
when, January 30, he was unplaced in the 
Stewards’ steeplechase. Ambush II., how- 
ever. was only able to run third out of four 
starters. 

The great race mare, Connemara, winner 
of $22,583 on the turf, by Stratford — Sara, 
by Blarneystone, owned by J. B. Haggin. 
foaled a bay filly by Bathampton at Elmen- 
Idorf Stud last Thursday. This youngster is 
a half-sister to Killashandra, which won 
$16,810 in this country for W. C. Whitney, 
and died at sea on her way over the At- 
lantic ocean to earn further turf honors in 
England in the colors of her American 
owner. 

If jockey L. Smith is reinstated by the 
stewards of the Jockey Club, which is ex- 
tremely likely, Alfred Featherstone will en- 
gage him to ride for his stable this season. 
An offer of $5,000 as a retainer has been made 
to Smith, conditioned, of course, upon his re- 
storation to the privileges of the turf. 

The action brought by Sam Loates, the 
jockey, against Sir Blundell Maple for breach 
of agreement, in which the former claimed 
$15,000 damages, was concluded last Thurs- 
day. The jury found a verdict in favor of 
Loates for $10,000. 

S. C. Hildreth is so well pleased with Full- 
er's riding that he has offered $7,000 for first 
call <j>n the boy. A. Zimmer is still declin- 
ing offers for the lad, as he thinks T. D. 
Sullivan will require his services. 

Odom will go to Memphis to ride McChes- 
ney in the Montgomery Handicap, and if he 
wins he will get a present of $2,500. He may 
stay there to ride in a few other events. 

Alfred Featherstone says that he will sell 
all his horses at New Orleans at the end of 
that meeting.
